Bumper stickers protest st | 


proposed adult business

While Grayling Township is 
fighting in federal court to pre- 
vent an adult book store from 
opening its doors, Chad 
Patterson has taken the battle to 
car and truck bumpers. 

Patterson is taking donations 
for bumper stickers which say 
“Graying is for Paddling 
Canoes, Not Peddling 
Pornography - Keep Grayling 
Smut Free” to protest the adult 
book store seeking to do busi- 
ness in the community. 

Like the township’s ordinance 
which attempts to prevent an 
adult oriented business from 
opening near a residential area, 
Patterson does not believe such 
a business should be located on 
a main gateway into the com- 
munity. 

Patterson does not feel the 
business ‘is a good fit for 
Grayling in light of recent 
streetscape beautification pro- 
jects, work done at the Grayling 
Fish Hatchery, construction of a

U.S. District Court Judge 
David Lawson on October 20 
denied a preliminary injunction 


sought to prevent Grayling 
Township from enforcing or 
threatening to enforce its Nudity 
and = Adult Entertainment 
Ordinance. The order was 
requested by attorneys for Brad 
Vannatter, a downstate adult 
entertainment developer who is 
secking to open a store called 
“Fantasies Unlimited” located at 
6t3t M-72 West, the former 
U.S.A. Trailer property, 

The township's ordinance pro- 
hibits such a business from opén- 
ing within 1,500 feet of a resi- 
dential area. 

Now, attorneys for the town- 
ship and Vannatter have until 
next January to file motions and 
ak for atrial. tween 

Gary,, Rossi,,,the “Altorney,, or 
the township’s liability i insurance 
carrier, said he could not specu- 
late on the townships chances in 
court after the township pre- 
vailed at the Oct. 20 court hear- 
ing. 

“None of this is an indication

Sterling Heights attorney who 
represents Vannatter, said the 
business’ First Amendment Right 
to operate the business trumps 
any local ordinance. 

Lord said 99 percent of simi- 
lar cases are resolved by parties 
prior to trial because governmen-_ 
tal entities can not regulate the 
content of what a business sells 
but can pass ordinances on how a 
business can operate. 

“Government can not regulate | 
what people see, hear, read or 
view,” Lord said. 

Rev. Robert Barnett, the pas- 
tor of the Calvary Baptist 
Church, submitted copies of peti- 
tions protesting the business to | 
township officials prior to the 
caurt, hearing last month... .. 

Barnett said he hopes citizens 
will maintain the overwhelming , 
conviction to oppose the book 
store as the lengthy and costly , 
court battle wages on. 

“Trying to prevent the busi- , 
ness from opening is where the 
emphasis should be right now,” 
Barnett said.

The Historical Society plans to 
have heirloom gardens on the 
grounds, which will include veg- 
etable gardens, holiyhocks and 
lilacs to display plants and flow- 
ers which were brought to the 
country in the early 1800s.

Former Michigan State Sen. Joe 
Schwarz of Battle Creek won promotion 
to the U.S. Congress this week, but he 
faces some daunting and unusual chal- 
lenges in his new job. 

As a_ self-described moderate 
Republican, Joe Schwarz has never fol- 
lowed blindly where his party leaders 
are heading, and has never bought the 
party line just because it was the party 
line. 

It’s almost certain U.S, Rep. Schwarz 
sooner or later will cross swords with 
doctrinaire conservative leaders in the 
House, such as party strong man Rep. 
Tom DeLay of Texas. In Congress, the 
advice to all newcomers has always been 
“to get along, go along,” but Joe 
Schwarz will have a tough time fitting 
that mold. 

“What worries House Republicans,” 
claims one Wall Street Journal writer, ‘is 
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that Mr. Schwarz is likely immediately 
to clash with his party’s leadership and 
then head for the TV cameras.” 

The Journal article then quotes an 
unnamed former Schwarz legislative 
colleague: “He loves attention, is fairly 
liberal, and would be a magnate for TV 
producers.” 

How a maverick Schwarz will fare in 
advancing any particular personal leg- 
islative agenda is problematic in the 
highly structured atmosphere of the 
Congress. But it’s a safe guess folks 
back in Michigan will hear plenty from 
and about Joe Schwarz, one way or 
another, once he gets to Congress.

Liquid Transport, Merit 
Energy - you tell me how legaily 
you are running your facilities? 
Tell me! We know your tactics 
and they are abominable. 

My quality of life (and others) 
is all that matters. My friends 
and family have different levels 
of not feeling well. What about 
them? I don’t want to leave my 


family and friends and my home- 
town of 22 years. Sadly, I have 
to come back to Lewiston to wait 
for my home to sell. 

While I'm still there I will 
hound everyone of you - Oil, Gas 
and DEQ..peaple. .. Mark. sy, 
word... L am, tired, of..the. lies andy 
Tun around. We have done our* 
research. So you have my word, 
while I am in Lewiston, you will 
know me intimately. 

1 know my health can be better 
and maybe my health problems 
didn’t have to happen and 
destroy my quality of life for me 
and my family and financial ruin. 
You must be so proud. 

After all, the DEQ does have a 
letter from my doctor, any action 
on that yet? J will be surprised if 
there is. People of Lewiston, 
stand up for our town and get 
things run properly. 

PS. Hey, at least in this case 
the grass really is greener on this 
side.

Every day more than 20 mil- 
lion students nationwide use 
school buses to get to and from 
school.

rk is “very important that par- 
ents reinforce the school bus 
safety rules their children learn 
at school,” said Sheriff 
Wakefield. The Sheriff also 
suggests that parents drive their 
child’s bus route with them and 
practice the proper safety pre- 
cautions at home. 

Parents should teach their 
children the following rules of 
school bus safety: 

Always arrive at the bus stop 
early. 


Prior to boarding, wait until 
the bus has come to a complete 
stop, the door opens, and the 
bus driver says thal it’s OK to 
board. 

Always walk on the sidewalk 
when preparing to cross the 
street near a bus. If there are no 
sidewalks available, walk as far 
away from HOSbE 49 bddGbi6. 

‘Make eye. contact: with the 
driver so that you are sure he or 
she sees you. 

Never walk behind the bus. 

If you are walking alongside 
the bus, walk at least three giant 
steps away. 

Take extra care to make sure 
that clothing with drawstrings 
and book bags do not get caught 
in the handrail or door. 

Never stop to pick something 
up that you have dropped when 
a bus is stopped. Wait until the 


bus has driven off to avoid not 
being seen by the driver. 
Motorists: 
Remember that children can 


be unpredictable in their 
actions. Take extreme care 
when traveling in a school zone 
and drive slowly. 

Slow down and prepare to 


JeMep whenever You see yellow 


school bus lights flashing. »': 

Never pass a school bus when 
the red lights are flashing. This 
is a sign that children are get- 
ling off the bus. 

If there are no sidewalks, 
drive cautiously. Be alert to the 
possibility of children walking 
in the road or crossing the 
street. 

Be aware of children playing 
near school bus stops. 

Learn and obey the school 
bus laws in your county.

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Heating prices to soar,

As temperatures fall, the cost of 
home heating will rise, according 


to the state Public Service 
Commission (PSC), 

"The average household will 
see an increase of $18 to $20 a 
month in heating costs,” said Judy 
Palnau, public information officer 
for the commission, 

The commission points to high- 
er fuel prices and forecasts for 
colder weather, Last winter was 
warmer than normal so consump- 


tion of heat was down, its biannu- ° 


al Michigan Enérgy Apprat¥at 
said. 

Most houscholds-80 percent-in 
Michigan are heated with natural 
gas, Natural gas expenditures are 
predicted to increase between 14 
and 17 percent due to spikes in 
consumption and fuel prices for 
customers of the state's four 
largest utilities: © Consumers 
Energy, Michigan Consolidated 
Gas (MichCon), SEMCo Energy 
and Aquila Networks-MGU. 

Scott Simons, a public informa- 
tion officer for MichCon in 
Detroit, said that consumers will 
experience a 19-percent rise in 
rales this winter. 

The PSC and MichCon define 
the winter heating season differ- 
ently, which accounts for their 
different price estimates. The PSC 
defines the season as November 
to March, while MichCon defines 
it as December to March. 

"We do everything we can to 
keep prices down for our 1.2 mil- 
lion customers,” Simons said, For 
example, "we store large quanti- 


lies of natural gas, so we can take 


advantage of seasonal pricing,” 


Mary Gust, public information 
director for Consumers Energy in 
Saginaw, said that her company's 
residential monthly bills will go 
up an estimated $15 to $20, 

“Consumers Energy offers cus- 
tomers a bill analyzer on our Web 
site that helps explain to people 
why their bill has gone up. or 
down," Gust added. 

The PSC report recommends 
ways to keep heating costs down, 
including annual furnace inspec- 
tions and lowering thermostats al 
night.

Those with metered power have 
state-mandated shutoll protection, 
That means it is illegal for the 
utilities to shut off service during 
the winter for failure to pay their 
bills, 

Yet 14 pereent of Michigan 
households that use propane or 
other deliverable fuels don't have 
such protection. 

The U.S. Department — of 
Energy's Energy Information 
Administration — reports that 
propane, which is used mostly in 
rural areas, is expected (0 rise in 
price by $249 per average house- 
hold. Costs are estimated at 
$1,396 for the 2004-2005 heating 
season compared to $1,147 in 
2003-2004. Concerns about the 
crude oil supply and the high 
demand for natural gas are cited 
as reasons for the expected 22- 
percent price hike. 

" There is no shutoff protection 
for the rest of the people,” said 
Tom Mathicu, executive director 
of the Michigan Community 
Action Agency Association in 
Lansing.

Sturgis Public Schools have 
taken a similar approach, said 
Superintendent Rob Olsen. 

Besides improving the nutri- 
tion of cafeteria breakfast and 
lunches, the district made its 
physical education programs 
more aggressive by including 
more aerobics, more gym class- 
es in the middle schools and 
infusing the classes with infor- 
imation about nutrition, Olsen 
said. 

However, Olsen said he thinks 
the Obesily problem stems pri- 
marily from what parents are or 
aren’t doing. “The core problem 
is what’s happening al home. 
Schools should do what they 
can but parents should do things 
like play sports and go for bike 
rides on a regular basis. 
Children are becoming couch 
potatoes too early.” 

Although Sturgis hasn’t hired 
a dietician or nutritionist or 
removed soda machines, the 
salad bar and milk machines are 
popular in all grades, Olsen 
said, 

“We want to give everyone 
choices—there’s no reason to 
ban certain foods completely.” 

Despite recent changes in 
some cafeteria menus, Dr. 
Douglas Henry, a pediatric 
endocrinologist at Sparrow 
Children’s Regional Center in 
Lansing, said schools don’t do 
enough to monitor cafeteria 
food. 

“Schools are preparing kids 
for the MEAP test and careers 
bul doing little to improve nutri- 
tion,” he said. “Schools feed 
kids carnival food—the nutri- 
tion they teach isn’t enforced in 
the cafeteria.” 

Henry said the rise in child- 
hood obesity stems from genet- 


ics, environment and family’ 


lifestyles. 
He added that obese children: 
share bad eating habits. 


“Children eat more than they’ 
need and are less active than’ 
they should be. Children don’t): 
know how to eat until they're 
satisfied so they'll eat until

LANSING ~ The mystery of 
whether cougars live in the state 
may soon be solved. 

Steve Yancho, the chief of 
natural resources at Sleeping 
Dunes National 
Lakeshore, and wildlife biolo- 
gist Jerry Belant of Pictured 
Rocks National Lakeshore are 
teaming up for a 12-month 
study. 

"We don't have a lot of solid 
evidence right now," Yancho 
said. 

The study is expected to 
begin in November at Sleeping 
Bear Dunes on the Leelanau 
Peninsula. 

"We want to use a multi- 
approach method," Belant said. 
"We'll attempt to get snags of 
hair from cougars and also use 
camera stations. Our goal is to 
prove that, in fact, Michigan has 
cougars." 

Cougar sightings have been 
reported in the Sleeping Bear 
Dunes area for years, but empir- 
ical confirmation hasn't been 
available. 

"Two weeks ago, a visitor 
called the Leelanau County 
sheriff's office saying a cougar 
was trying to get into their tent,” 
Yancho said. “But we found out 
that it was just a raccoon." 

Dennis Fijalkowski, execu- 
tive director of the Michigan 
Wildlife Conservancy in Bath, 
questions why the research pro- 
gram is even taking place. 

"They know cougars are 
there," Fijalkowski said. "And 
cougars aren't just near the 
Sleeping Bear Dunes, but all 
over the state." 

The Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) has 
no proof to — support 
Fijalkowski's position. 


"We're open to the possibility, 


that there may be individual 
cougars residing in Michigan," 
said Brad Wurfel, the public 
information officer for the 
DNR. "The idea intrigues us 
and the possibility is something 
that we hold out with open 
arms." 

Jackie Bird, an associate biol- 
ogy professor at Northern 
Michigan University, has seen 
no evidence of cougars in the 
Upper Peninsula. 

“Nothing has been turned into 
me as of today," Bird said. 
"Certainly I've heard about scat 
and prints, but unlike wolves, 
we haven't received physical 
evidence." 

Fijalkowski says sightings 
occur in both rural and urban 
populated areas. 

For example, because of a 
reported sighting earlier this 
montli, officials at Elwell 
Elementary School, in Sumpter 
Township near Belleville, put 
students on lockdown. 

"I received a phone call from 
a parent that lives approximate- 
ly one-quarter of a mile from 
the school," said principal 
Karen Mida. "Safety was the 
first thing that came to my 
mind.” 

After contacting the Michigan 
Wildlife Conservancy, Mida 
received about 500 fliers on 
cougars to pass along to con- 
cerned parents and community 
members. 

"They were extremely infor- 
mative on how to deal with the 
situation," Mida said. "The 
Department of Natural 
Resources is in denial.” 

The DNR sent representatives 
to the area to investigate the 
report, i 

"When we sent our conserva- 


tion officer out, a bit of rain had — 


touched the ground," Wurfel 
said. "Sumpter Township then 
got its photos back and it was 
pfetty certain that it was a dog 
track."

The Eastern Cougar Network, 
which tracks cougars in the 
eastern part of North. America, 
says the shift of the cougar pop- 
ulation moving eastward across 
the country may be why more 
sightings occur each year. 

Starting in 2003 the statewide 
concern prompted the conser- 
vancy to attend the Michigan 
Association of Animal Control 
Officers conventions to train 
members on how to deal with 
cougars.

_ “At this time we're out inves- 
tigaling reports, too," said Walt 
Rodabaugh, Lapeer County's 
chief animal control officer. 
"We've been receiving about 10 
to 12 calls a year." 

According to the conservan- 
cy, recent sightings of cougars 
have occurred in Alcona, 
Berrien, Cheboygan, 
Montmorency and Roscommon 
counties. 

There has never been a 
recorded incident of a cougar 
attacking humans in Michigan. 

“We follow up with reports 
whenever they're viable," 
Wurfel said. "The DNR would 
probably be more excited than 
just about anyone to find a 
cougar population breeding in
